IN P.M. MARCH 18 AND A.M. MARCH 19, COMMISSION CONTINUED 
CONSIDERATION OF ITS WORK PROGRAM, HEARING VIEWS OF KUWAIT, 
USSR, AUSTRALIA, FRG, BRAZIL, GDR, JAPAN, BULGARIA, GREECE, 
YUGOSLAVIA, ARGENTINA, UGANDA, AND MEXICO. 

MEXICAN REP STATED CODE OF CONDUCT SHOULD INCLUDE FOLLOWING 
POINTS: TNC'S SHOULD BE SUBJECT TO RULES AND REGULATIONS OF HOST 
COUNTRY 

AND IN CASE OF LITIGATION, TO EXCLUSIVE JURISDICTION OF 
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NATIONAL TRIBUNAL; SHOULD REFRAIN FROM INTERFERING IN POLITICAL 
AFFAIRS OF HOST COUNTRY; SHOULD NOT SERVER AS INSTRUMENTS OF 
EXTERNAL POLICY OF ANOTHER COUNTRY; SHOULD NOT INTERFERE 
IN NEGOTIATIONS OF HOST COUNTRY WITH ANOTHER STATE; AND 
SHOULD CONTRIBUTE TO TECHNICAL AND SCIENTIFIC DEVELOPMENT 
OF HOST COUNTRY. OTHER VIEWS ON CODE OF CONDUCT INCLUDED: 
GUIDELINES SHOULD BE BROAD AND VOLUNTARY (AUSTRALIA); 

SHOULD BE BASED ON SOLID INFO AND DIRECTED NOT ONLY TO 
TNC'S BUT ALSO GIVE GUIDANCE TO HOST GOVTS AND HOME GOVTS 
(FRG); SHOULD NOT APPLY TO GOVTS (UGANDA); SHOULD BE AIMED 
ONLY AT REGULATING OPERATIONS OF TNC'S IN HOST COUNTRIES 
(YUGOSLAVIA); SHOULD BE FORMULATED IN COOPERATION WITH OTHER 
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RELEVANT UN BODIES (BRAZIL); SHOULD COVER PRICING, LABOR 
RELATIONS AND STANDARDS AMONG OTHER THINGS (GREECE). 

KUWAITI REP COMMENTED LDCS WOULD LIKE TO NEGOTIATE WITH 
CORPORATIONS AND COMMISSION MUST WORK AGAINST THAT BACKGROUND 
IF IT WAS TO ACHIEVE TANGIBLE RESULTS. HE THOUGH UN 
SHOULD ASSIST GOVTS TO IMPROVE THEIR INVESTMENT MACHINERY. 
AUSTRALIAN REP REMARKED BENEFITS BROUGHT BY TNC'S COULD 
BE JEOPARDIZED BY RESTRICTING THEIR ACTIVITIES, AND HE THOUGHT 
COMMISSION SHOULD CONCENTRATE ON THOSE AREAS WHERE PROGRESS 
WAS POSSIBLE. FRG REP SAID COMMISSION WOULD HAVE TO KEEP 
CLOSE CONTACT WITH WHAT WAS POLITICALLY FEASIBLE IF IT WISHED 
TO TRANSLATE ITS WORK INTO ACTION. 

SHETININ (USSR) ARGUED THAT TNC’S CONCENTRATED ON MAXIMIZING 
PROFITS AND SYSTEMATICALLY INTERFERED IN SOCIAL STRUCTURE 
OF LDCS. BASIS OF COMMISSION'S WORK MUST BE DEVELOPMENT 
OF MEASURES FOR CONTROL OF ACTIVITIES OF TNC'S, REGIONALLY 
AND NATIONALLY AS WELL AS INTERNATIONALLY, HE SAID, CITING 
COMECON AS FAVORABLE EXAMPLE. IN LIGHT OF OCCURRENCES IN 
SUCH COUNTRIES AS CHILE AND PANAMA, IT WAS NECESSARY 
TO ADOPT CONCRETE CONTROLS OVER POLITICAL INTERFERENCE BY 
TNC'S WELL AS CONCRETE MEASURES TO ASSURE THAT INTERNATIONAL 
FINANCIAL ORGANS WERE NOT USED AS INSTRUMENTS OF PRESSURE 
AGAINST LDCS WHEN THEY WERE IN CONFLICT WITH TNC'S. 

GDR REP SAW ESTABLISHMENT OF TNC COMMISSION AS FIRST STEP 
IN FULFILLING PROGRAM OF ACTION FOR ESTABLISHMENT 
OF NIEO. HE SAID PRIORITY SHOULD BE GIVEN TO CONSIDERATION 
OF TNC COOPERATION WITH RACIST REGIMES AND INTERFERENCE OF 
SUCH CORPORATIONS IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF LDC'S. 

JAPANESE REP, WHO CONSIDERED RESEARCH TO BE PRIORITY TASK, 

POINTED OUT THERE WAS NEED TO DISENGAGE BASIC FACTS AND 
ISSUES FROM POLITICAL OPINIONS AND IDEOLOGIES. GREEK REP 
SUGGESTED TAKING INTO ACCOUNT NEW DISTRIBUTION OF WEALTH 
CAUSED BY RISE IN PRICES OF OIL. BULGARIAN REP SUGGESTED 
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THERE WERE ALTERNATIVE WAYS OF OBTAINING BENEFITS PROVIDED 
BY TNC'S WHICH SHOULD BE EXPLORED; FOR EXAMPLE, NEW FORMATION 
OF INTERNATIONAL DIVISION OF LABOR HAD BEEN CREATED 
BY TRANSACTIONS BETWEEN WESTERN CORPORATIONS AND ECONOMIC 
ORGANIZATIONS OF SOCIALIST COUNTRIES. 
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ARGENTINE REP, WHO WAS HIGHLY CRITICAL OF TNC OPERATIONS, 
INCLUDED AMONG MATTERS TO BE DEALT WITH: USE OF TNC'S 
AS EXTERNAL ARM OF NATIONAL POLICY, SUCH AS IN FOREIGN 
TRADE OR IN COLLECTING INTELLIGENCE INFO. HE SAID THAT IN 
LA, 21 UNFAVORABLE PRACTICES OF TNC'S HAD BEEN DEFINED. 

UGANDAN REP AGREED WITH ARGENTINE CONCERNS AND THOUGHT 
THEY FORMED APPROPRIATE BASIS FOR FORMULATION OF CODE, 
TOGETHER WITH CONCEPTS COVERED BY PROGRAM OF ACTION ON 
ESTABLISHMENT OF NIEO AND CERDS.

EXPERT GROUP ON UN PROGRAM IN PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 
AND FINANCE - 

GROUP CONCLUDED SESSION MARCH 18 AFTER ADOPTING REPORT 
WHICH CONTAINS SERIES OF RECOMMENDATIONS AIMED AT IMPROVING 
PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION AND FINANCE SYSTEMS OF DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES. EXPERTS RECOGNIZED THAT IMPLEMENTATION OF 
PROGRAM OF ACTION FOR ESTABLISHMENT OF NEW INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC ORDER REQUIRED FURTHER STRENGTHENING OF PUBLIC 
ADMINISTRATION AND FINANCE SYSTEMS IN DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, 
AND RECOMMENDATIONS TO THAT EFFECT WERE ADDRESSED TO COMITE 
ON REVIEW AND APPRAISAL, ECOSOC AND GA. AMONG OTHER POINTS, 
EXPERTS RECOMMENDED THAT REVISION OF IDS INCLUDE REQUEST 
TO DEVELOPING COUNTRIES TO PAY SPECIAL ATTENTION TO IMPROVING 
THEIR PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION AND FINANCE SYSTEMS AND TO 
CERTAIN MEASURES MENTIONED IN REPORT. 

COMITE FOR PROGRAM AND COORDINATION - 

COMITE BEGAN GENERAL DEBATE MARCH 18 AND CONTINUED IT MARCH 
19 ON WORK PROGRAM AND BUDGET FOR 1976-77 AND MEDIUM-TERM 
PLAN FOR 1976-79 RELATING TO UN ECONOMIC, SOCIAL AND HUMAN 
RIGHTS ACTIVITIES. VIEWS WERE EXPRESSED BY REPS OF UK, 

JAPAN, FRANCE, US, BYELORUSSIA, INDIA, BRAZIL, PAKISTAN, 

FRG AND ARGENTINA. COMITE ALSO DISCUSSED SECTIONS OF WORK 
PROGRAM AND BUDGET FOR BIENNIUM 1976-77 DEALING WITH PROPOSED 
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ACTIVITIES IN FIELD OF NATURAL RESOURCES, ENERGY AND TRANSPORT 
AND WITH EXECUTIVE DIRECTION AND MANAGEMENT, DEVELOPMENT 
PLANNING, PROJECTION AND POLICIES, AND HUMAN SETTLEMENTS. 

IN SPEAKING OF DEVELOPMENT PLANNING, PROJECTIONS AND POLICIES, 

SMIRNOV (USSR) SAID SOVDEL HAD NO MAJOR OBJECTION TO PROJECTED 

PROGRAMS BUT SECTION SHOULD HAVE CONTAINEC CLEARER REFERENCE 

TO "CARDINAL" CHARTER OF ECONOMIC RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF 

STATES IN ORDER TO AVOID MISGIVINGS ABOUT PROGRAMS. HE 

OBJECTED TO DUPLICATION OF WORK BY UNCTAD AND UNIDO IN 

AREA OF FOREIGN INVESTMENT. BANYASZ (HUNGARY) WAS ELECTED AS SECOND 

VICE CHAIRMAN.
